Meeting Senator Be6k, wB took 
occaaion to ai^k his views on Na- 
tional politics, when he expressed 
himself subatantiaUy as foUowss : 

''I see no ground for appreben* 
sion in the vote of last Tuesday. 
The losses, notably in Kentucky 
and Virginia, were due solely to 
overconfldence, want of oPgani«a- 
tion, and personal binkering among 
Democrats, while the substantial 
gains in New Jersey, New York, 
Connecticut, Massaohusetts, New 
Hampubiro, Minnesota, Colorada, 
and California give assurance of 
increased Democratic strength in 
these States, which will not fail to 
be felt in future contests. Nor do 
I pee anything to discourage the 
champions ofrevenue reform. In- 
deed, reduotiont of taxation «an 
not be titmger p6sponed,on any pre- 
text however ppecious. The pur- 
plus revenue is so great that nil the 
three per cent, bonds will bo paid 
off before next July, There is idle 
money enough in the Treasury tn 
pay thorn all off mjw. None of 
the others can ho paid before Sep- 
tember.

ed government, in order to prevent 
the further accumulation of surplus 
money in the Treasury. 

"It must, I think, ho apparent to 
all men that reduction of taxation 
cannot lioncstly he' longer jiostpon- 
ed. I shall do my nlmost this win- 
ter to have it done before the 4th of 
March. The greed of tho Protcc- 
tionietsin maintaining exorbitant 
tarifl taxation has at last exposed 
them. They have virtually destroy- 
ed the national hanks by forcing the 
liayinent of the 3 percent, bonds, 
on which the circulation was in 
l.irjic i>art based, befoie the 4Vs 
and 4'8 matured, causing tho hanks 
either to retire their circulatitni lu' 
])urchase the bonds not due as sub- 
stitutes at an exorbitant premium, 
greater than the circulation is 
worth. 

"It remains to bo seen whether 
the protected machine owners ran 
devise new schemes to keep uj) tar- 
iff taxation.

Will HoM Out for the ToD-Hour Day— 
Tha Stoek Tarda Uarrlaonad by Orar • 
Theoaand ArnMd Man. 
Chicaoo, Nov. 11.— Tha fint OTartniM 
toward a siMtkmont of tha graat itrlke at 
the cikH-k Yurils wore mode quietly yeater- 
da; by tbe paolcem reaolndiiiK tha reaolu- 
tlon never acain to employ Knight* of La- 
bor or anion men tutil they realgned from 
those or^lzatloDi. The aituation at tha 
yards remained unchanged throughout 
the day, the action of the pack- 
ers not haring baan haaid of tutU late at 
night Tha amployeaoT tbe large botuaa 
were paid off, and Uils, addoj to the 
lent despondency among ihc sti ik. rs omt 
the bopeleaanaaa of their uaso, was pruduc- 
tiraof muobmoro general tntozicatlon tiian 
baa yet been noticed, but notwithstanding 
disturbaneea wore loss frequent than on 
oither Monday or Tuesday. 

Representatives of all ttie packing flnna 
met in tb* dlreotora' room of the Board of 
Trade upon as urgent call yesterday. Tha 
meeting wa* prlvata, but, like moat pri- 
▼at* meattng* of th*** dv*> >t wa*inily 
•ami-prlTat*. Tbi* mueh became evident. 
Hia diat ICaight of liabor representative In 
the eity bad met some one of tbe packers, 
autborlMd to apmic for all thereat, and 
there bad taken plaoe betweea theat a gen- 
eral discussion of the aituatiotL That dia- 
cuaalon hod reached a conolualon on two 
point*. One was that the packers at their 
last meeting bad struck a bio w at the whole 
organiiation of Knigbta. Tbe other wa* 
that, in turn, tile boycott on Chicago meats 
had l>eon ordered or was about to be. From 
these two points the two rcprcseutativcs 
argued out the question. Kow there has 
been two reault*. One ia the aottoa taken 
by the Packera' AMoeiation and tbe other 
U the action taken by the Knights. 

At tbe meeting of the packers yesterday 
a series of resolutions was adopted setting 
forth that inasmuch as the packer* bad be- 
come coDTinoed that the resolutions adopt- 
ed at a recent meeting declaring that no 
man would be employed by them unless he 
severed bis eonnactlon with labor organisa- 
tions were unjust to numerous persons 
who are members of such organisations, 
those roDoluliuns should be rescinded, and 
the fi.llnwint; rosoluUons be adopted as be- 
ing iiiHrc III accord with tbo mutual in- 
terest uf llio eiuployers and employed, to- 
wit: 

" Wherxas, The packers are confronted with 
the fact that their emplorea *ie tq^tadly 
leaving their employment wltbont aotioe to 
thrmand to the great detriment Of tbslr bust- 

.-s, which ia of aucb a aatnra *a Id leqniie 
iciiihtant pronecutlon and careful attention, 
therefore, 

" Jtuolvfd, That while wo will not cxoluito 
from employment the members of such or),'an 
Itatlooa, we will ezerclae the right to employ 
snd discbarge whom we please and conduct our 
business on the ten-hour plan aad aooordlng to 
our best iBtereats," 

The action talcen or yet to be taken by 
the head and front of the strikers, It wiia 
hinttid last uight, woulJ be tluit inasiuiich 
as the packera had recoguued the Kuigbts 
of Labor and rescinded their former reso- 
lution against that order, and inasmuch as 
the strike had been precipitated by the 
local uulliorilics against tliu wishes of Mr. 
Barry, the chief representative of 
Hr. Powdwly, now in the city, tlio 
strike has been or will be declared off, and 
all the old hands ordered back to work. The 
pu-kers, it has tiecii said, stick lo the ton- 
hour principle, this having been conceded 
to them on the ground that they will with- 
draw their boycott on tbe Knight* of La- 
bor, the Knighu in turn to withdraw their 
proposed boycott on the prodnot Cl{ tiM 
Chicago packing houses. 

Another view of the case, suggested by a 
friend of the packers last evening, is that 
the packers btM*ame convinced that their 
rusclutmn of the prevu'us day w.is wrong 
in principle, and that many members of 
various labor unions or other organiiation s 
might have paid in money for benevo- 
lent or insurance purposes which their 
resignation would annul For these rea- 
sons the resolutions were rescinded 
and the new ones substituted. 

In Bccoitlnnco with the determination 
reached by Oeaeral Flu Simons Tuesday, a 
special order Was issued from brigade 
headquarters at the Btook Yards that the 
commanding offlcer of the First Cavalry de- 
tail one troop of the command to join the 
two regiments at the yards, the troop to 
ship their borne equipment* and oome fully 
armed and equipped for serrlce, carrying 
carbines and revolvers with rounds of ball 
carlridKcs and twenty rounds of revolver 
amunition. In accordance with the order, 
Colonel Jacobs detailed Troop D, consisting 
of fifty men under Captain Ole Hough, be- 
longing to his command, and dispatched 
them to the yards. With this latest 
addition tbo brigade is now complete and 
fully equipped for any emergency that can 
possibly arise. The Oatling gun stands in 
tbe yard covered with heavy canvass, and 
under the immediate eye of a guard, ready 
for use when the call comes, but that Is 
among the ieaat of the expectations.

All of tbo packing housos were in opera- 
tion yesterday, and the number of employes 
was visibly increased. New men, hired at 
the city olBces of tbe various firms, were sent 
down from time to time during tbe day by 
scores and by hundreds. 

New ToiK. Nov. 11.— The wnoleaale, 
butebers of Washington market say they 
do not believe that there wiU be any real 
attempt made by the Western packers to 
bring cattle East and then kill them, and in 
that opinion they agree with the represent- 
atives in this city of the Western packers. 
One wholesale butcher said bo understood 
that aboat 800 oxen had been killed 
and d r awad in New Jersey this 
■week for a Western packer. The 
report, however, could not be verified. 
The men who actually kill and dress 
the cattle hen are all naiOD men, and they 
will aitt am iaty gattl* for the Western 
packers so' lone aa Uie atrike lasts, and If 
any wholesale dealers here or any where 
East attempts to assist the Western pack- 
ers by arranging for their cattle to be 
killed here a strike of all tb* union butchers 
would immediately be ordered. Tbe agents 
of the Chicago packers say that a ear-loiul 
of cattle may be killed for Western packers 
here and there in some of the towns along 
the route to supply the local trade.

He might also 
notice that a mas* or belt ot land sur- 
rounds each p'>Ie, and that the northuru 
ring M iids oil" to the southward three 
vast tongues of land and of mountain 
ohaiiu. terminating respectively in 
South America. Sioutli Africa and Aus- 
tralia, toward which feebler and insular 
processes are given off by the Antsrtio 
contlnontai mass. This, a.* snmo peo- 
crapborH have oli-^i r\ e<l, pives a nuiely 
tnree-ribbed ss|>ect to the earth, though 
two of the three tib* at* crowded to- 
gether and form the Europ-Aslan maas 
or double contlnoDt, whQe tbe third is 
Isiduted in tho single continent of 
America. Ho might al.so observe that 
the northern girulo is cut 
aoros.s. so that the Atlant c 
opens by n wide space into tbe Arctic 
Sea. while the Pacific is contracted to- 
ward the north, but confluent with tbe 
Antnrt o Ocean. The Atlantic Is also 
relatively deeper and less cumbered 
with islands than tiie racitic. wliicli has 
the higher ridges near its shores, con- 
stituting what soma visitor* to tha Pa- 
cillc coaat of Amertoa have not iaaptly 
called the ■■iinck of the world." whUa 
the wilier sKipe* face the narrower 
m'ean. into which for ttiis reason the 
preater part of the drniiinge of the land 
IS poured. Tbe Pacitio unil Atlantic, 
though both dapraaaion* or flattening* 
of the earth, lire different in ago. char- 
acter and oonditiont; and the Atlantic, 
though tbo smaller, i* the oKlcr, and 
from tbo trcolopical jio nt of view, in 
some respects, the mure iiuportant of 
the two. If our imaginary observer 
bad the ni'ian* of knowing any thing o( 
tbe rook formations of iae continent, 
he would notice that those bounding the 
North Atlnntio arc In general of great 
age, some Iwlonging to the Laurentic 
system. On the nther band, he would 
see that many of tho mountain range* 
along the Pacific are ooaparatively 
new, and that modem iagwitoa* action 
occurs in connccllon with them. Tbn* 
be might b« led to believe that the At> 
lantic, though comparatividy narrow, 
is an older feature of the oartb's surface, 
while tbe Pacitio l>eloDgs to more mod- 
em times.— Sir William Dawion, in 
Apu/or Seienee MotMlif.
